Maryland today became the seventh 
state to implement the odd-even form 
of gasoline rationing originated by 
Oregon. Pennsylvania is due to put 
such a plan into effect Wednesday. 
In Florida, a committee created by 
Gov. Reuben Askew approved a plan 
under which communities could decide 
whether to adopt the odd-even system. 
Askew was expected to announce 
today whether the plan would be put 
into effect. 
The Federal Energy Office said 
Monday it is considering redistributing 


gasoline supplies among the states to 
take into account population growth, 
automobile registrations and state 
needs. 


The redistribution would supercede 
an allocation formula announced 
Saturday, FEO officials said. Under 
that formula supplies were to be 
redistributed among 22 states and the 
District of Columbia.

redistribution of gasoline 
supplies 
would be announced after the energy 
office finishes an evaluation of the plan 
announced Saturday. 
Sawhill also said the FEO will begin 
checking the amount of the nation’s oil 
reserves this week.

checks on information supplied by oil 
companies. 
In Houston, Gulf Oil Corp. said it will 
challenge in court FEO regulations 
forcing the company to sell part of its 
crude oil.

redistribute refinery capacity more 
evenly throughout the country so that 
fuel products can be allocated to the 
states more equitably. 


“This amounts to the unwarranted 
and ... unlawful taking of private 
property,” said Z.D. Bonner, Gulf’s 
executive vice president. 
Four states and the District of 
Columbia put alternate-day rationing 
systems into effect Monday. 
Under the plans, motorists with

“The only result of unmanaged 
bilateralism will be to bid up prices 
perhaps even beyond present levels, 
and to stabilize them at levels that will 
ruin the countries making the bilateral 
Lower Speed Limit 
Vote On Schedule 
For Ohio House 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
House is to vote today on a bill to lower 
Ohio’s speed limit to 55 miles per hour, 
but a move will be made on the floor to 
keep the 
penalty 
section 
from 
following. 
Under current law, persons found 
guilty of doing more than 70 on ex­ 
pressways are subject to a two-point 
moving violation on their drivers’ 
licenses. 
Twelve points in two years can cost a 
driver his license. 
“The prime purpose of the measure 
up today,” said Speaker Pro Tem 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston 
“is to comply with the federal law 
aimed at conserving energy.” 
Nothing was suggested, Riffe said, 
that point penalties should follow. The 
bill, as it came out of committee,

accordingly, 
however. 
“Under the bill as it is now,” said 
House Speaker A. G. Lancione, D-99 
Ballade, you could get two points for 
doing 56 miles an hour on the ex­ 
pressway.

The idea of the lowering of the speed 
limit, Riffe said, was compliance with 
the federal law.

Voters approved a 
similar amendment for farmers last 
November. 
The resolution which could mean 
special taxation at a lower rate for 
swim clubs, golf courses, and similar 
facilities— floundered in the House 
last week after members of the leg­ 
islature’s black caucus refused to go 
along. They insisted on an amendment 
that would prohibit a tax break for 
property owners who discriminate on 
the basis of sex, race, creed, color, or 
national origin.

Iraq And Iran 
In Border Clashes 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Iraqi 
sources predict more fighting between 
Iraqi and Iranian forces along the 
border between the two countries. 
Both armies were reported rushing 
reinforcements to the frontier in the 
wake of two clashes in the past IO days. 
Iran, a Western-oriented kingdom 
whose army has been equipped largely 
by the United States, and Iraq, a leftist 
republic with close ties to the Soviet 
Union, have been pneasy neighbors for 
decades. Now the two oil-rich nations 
appear to be competing for influence 
over the oil sheikdoms along the 
Persian Gulf. 
I,ast October, the two countries 
restored diplomatic relations they had 
broken three years before and ap­ 
peared to be on the road to rapproche­ 
ment. 
But early last week, the Iraqis 
charged the Iranians with an attack on 
Badrah, a border town IOO miles east 
of Baghdad, in which they said IO 
Iraqis were killed or wounded. On 
Sunday there was hard fighting in the 
same area of the border, with Tehran 
rpnnrtintr 41 Iranians killed and 81 


wounded, and Baghdad reporting one 
of its officers killed and 22 soldiers 
wounded.

O ffer Subsidy 
To Coal Union 


LONDON (AP) — In a move Con­ 
servatives fear will embarrass their 
party in the general elections, a 
businessmen’s group has offered to 
subsidize Britain’s coal miners tem­ 
porarily if they end their three-day-old 
strike. 
Leaders of the miners’ union said 
they would study the offer at a meeting 
today. 


The offer came from Godfrey 
Bradman, a director of the London 
Mercantile Corp., who said he was 
raising a $5.5 million fund from 
businessmen and financiers. It would 
pay the 280,000 miners an extra $4.40 a 
week in addition to the raises of $5 to 
$22 a week the National Coal Board can 
pay them without violating Prime 
Minister 
Edward 
Heath’s 
anti­ 
inflation ceiling. 


Bradman’s fund would make the 
payments in anticipation of the in­ 
crease above the ceiling that a special 
pay board is expected to award the 
miners. But the government refuses to 
set up the board until the miners go 
back to work. 


Heath’s Conservative government, 
which called the election Feb. 28 in an 
attempt to rally support against the 
m iners, believes Bradman’s plan 
won’t work. And it feared it would have 
an adverse effect on the party’s 
election chances. 


One mine union official commented 
that it showed Heath “does not com­ 
mand the confidence of his own sup­ 
porters in the business and financial 
communities.” 


In a move to improve theelection 
chances of the Labor party, Heath’s 
chief opponents, the 30,000 railway 
engineers decided Monday night to call 
off their eight-week slowdown 
in 
support of wage demands. 
Union 
leader Ray Buckton said the move was 
requested by 
Labor party leader 
Harold Wilson and “we will do all in 
our power to get the return of a Labor 
government.” 
There was strong reaction to the 
Conservative threat in its election 
platform to cut off welfare benefits to 
the wives and children of strikers and 
force the unions to take over the sup­ 
port burden. 


In the collieries, the second day of 
the strike passed peacefully Monday 
with pickets maintaining a low profile. 
Two leaders of the miners in Not­ 
tinghamshire, Len Clarke and Com­ 
munist Joe Whelan, said they had 
received anonymous death threats 
over the telephone.

Columbus, is a Democrat and six 
others have no political connections. 
The three-m em ber commission 
Monday gave the IO until March ll to 
surrender their licenses voluntarily or 
face administrative steps which could 
lead to revocation of the licenses.

This is part of the 
statehouse plumbers’ investigation of 
their statehouse enemies.” 
Among others asked to return their 
licenses were J. Gordon Peltier of 
Columbus, Rhodes’ director of com­ 
merce, and Fred P. Neuenschwander 
of Columbus, the former governor’s 
development director. Both also took 
the tests in their own offices. 
Wedren is a former acting com­ 
merce director in the Gilligan ad­ 
ministration. He reportedly was asked 
to return the license because he ob­ 
tained it without meeting the require­ 
ments of having a salesman’s license 
for two years and handling the 
required number of transactions. 
Wedren said later he had “no in­ 
tention of returning my license.

Judge's Subpoena O f Nixon 
Apparently Lost In M ail 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The U.S. 
Postal Service is trying to trace a 
missing registered letter containing a 
IjOS Angeles judge’s subpoena for the 
testimony of President Nixon. 
The subpoena, mailed by Superior 
Court Judge Gordon Ringer’s clerk on 
Feb. 4, had not arrived in Washington, 
D.C., Superior Court by late Monday. 
The judge said, “I’m rendered 
speechless.” 
Los Angeles Postmaster James J. 
Symbol said such a long delay in 
delivery of registered mail “is not 
normal at all” and that he was or­ 
dering a trace on the letter. 
Ringer issued the order for Nixon’s 
testimony at the request of the 
President’s former top domestic ad­ 
viser, John D. Ehrlichman. 
The document asks Nixon to testify 
at a hearing Feb. 25 and at the trial of 
Ehrlichman and two other former 
White House aides, G. Gordon Liddy 
and David Young on April 15. 
Liddy’s attorney, Charles Gessler, 
raised the possibility that the Feb. 25 
hearing might have to be postponed if 
the subpoena is not found and deliv­ 
ered soon. 
The White House has said Nixon will 
resist the order to testify, but it is 
likely that the Los Angeles hearing 
would not proceed until the matter of 
his possible appearance is settled.

Season Tickets To Redskins 
Gam es Linked To N ew Law

WASHINGTON (AP) - A Senate 
Agriculture 
subcommittee 
is 
preparing to investigate the an­ 
ticipated shortage of fertilizer and its 
implications on the food supply. 
Sen. George McGovern, chairman of 
the subcommittee on agricultural 
credit and rural electrification, will 
chair hearings Feb. 19 as the opening 
phase of the probe. 
“Thirty per cent of our nation’s total 
production of field crops is directly 
attributable to the availability and 
application of fertilizer,” McGovern, 
D-S.D., said in a statement today. 
“When one considers the fact that 
our reserves of wheat are at 27-year 
lows and expected carryovers of com 
will be down to somewhere between 
400 million and 600 million (bushels) 
this marketing year, the importance of 
reaching 
our 
production 
goals 
becomes all too obvious. 
“Whether we are able to reach those 
goals will be determined not only by 
weather but also by the availability of 
essential 
fertilizer 
supplies,” 
McGovern added. 
He noted that, while planted acreage 
is expected to increase sharply this 
year, the Agriculture Department is 
predicting a seven per cent shortage of 
nitrogen fertilizer, while the Fertilizer 
Institute estimates the shortage at 
twice that figure. 


Redskins football games last fall after 
helping win passage of a bill to in­ 
crease the seating capacity at Red­ 
skins games. 
Rep. Kenneth J. Gray, D-Ill., con­ 
firmed in a telephone interview that he 
arranged for 35 to 40 tickets. He said 
they were sold at cost to House 
members and congressional aides. 
Nancy Vitali, of the subcommittee 
on 
buildings and 
grounds 
who 
distributed the tickets, and Richard 
Sullivan, chief of counsel of the parent 
Public Works Committee, each used a 
figure of 60 tickets. 
Gray is chairman of the sub­ 
committee and a ranking member of 
the Public Works Committee. 
In the interview, Gray complained 
that the seats were bad and said the 
Redskins, after promising a “fair and 
equitable distribution,” had ignored 
his repeated requests for 250 seats. 
Redskins president Edward Bennett 
Williams said he could not recall “any 
demand of that kind ever being made” 
by Gray or anyone on his staff. 
He said that if priority was given to 
any congressman “it was in isolated 
cases, I suppose.” 
“It’s entirely possible that there’s as 
many as 40 or 60 that were sold, and I 
underscore sold, to members of 
Congress,” Williams said. “I really 
don’t know that and I really don’t have 
an interest in finding out that.” 
But, he went on, “as far as making a 
bloc 
of 
tickets 
available 
to 
Congressman Gray, that is just 
ridiculous.” 
Redskins games regularly are sold 
out and there is little turnover in 
season tickets. There are more than 
9,000 persons on a waiting list for such 
seats and during House debate last 
summer one 
congressman 
said 
thousands more would sign up if they 
had any hope tickets would become 
available.

A Week For Inventors 


NEW YORK—This is National 
Inventors’ Week, which appropriately 
began with Tom Edison’s birthday. It 
is approved by the Congress, and the 
Inventors’ Hall of Fame in Arlington, 
Va., center of the ceremonies, is un­ 
derwritten by the Patent law yers 
Associations of America. The hall was 
set up two years ago and until now 
Edison—who invented everything with 
the possible exception of a Sanskrit 
cash register—has been the only hero 
enshrined. 
But his ghost will be joined this week 
by the creators of some commodities 
and conveniences without which we 
could hardly 
function today: 
his 
friend, Alexander Graham Bell, who 
invented the telephone, Eli Whitney, 
father of the cotton gin, and three 
living inventors, John Bardeen, W. H. 
Brattain and William Shockley. They 
gave us (and, notably, the Japanese) 
the transistor. 
Alas, Abe Uncoln, who was just 
about to celebrate his 38th birthday the 
day Edison was bom, won’t make the 
Valhalla of Tinkerers this year. Abe 
was granted patent no. 6469 while 
serving 
his 
single term 
as 
a 
Congressman from Illinois (1847-49). 
Lincoln’s brainchild was described by 
his patent attorney as a “device for 
buoying vessels over shoals.” The man 
who was to write the Emancipation 
Proclamation 
and the Gettysburg 
speech in this instance was inspired to 
fashion a string of air bags that, 
spaced around a vessel below its 
waterline and inflated by bellows, 
would allow said ship to conquer 
razory rapids and shallow water in 
general. 
The historians tell us little or nothing 
about Abe the Inventor. (And, in­ 
cidentally, whatever became of his 
Birthday?) But if he made anything 
out of the ship corset—his whittled 
model is in the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington—it was peanuts com­ 
pared to the money made by, let’s say, 
Rose Marie Reid, credited with in­ 
venting the bra. Or the income the wife 
of the incomparable Richard Rodgers 
has made from Johnny Mop, the toilet- 
bowl cleaning system available in 
most supermarkets today. 
Hedy I^amarr is not the first name 
that would pop into most minds if 
suddenly confronted with a question 
like “name a great inventor.” But 
while married to then-Captain Gene 
Markey, USN, she was designated as 
co-inventor of a highly sophisticated 
system designed to guide a torpedo to a 
moving enem y ship. Patent No. 
2,292,387 gives her credit under her 
legal name, Hedwig Keisler Markey. 
About 15 per cent of all patent ap­ 
plications filed every year come from 
women. They are usually less ominous 
than the one obtained by Hedwig 
Keisler Markey. In 1961, a patent was 
issued to Bird A. Byer. It was a tooth­ 
brush for dogs.

Beula Louise Henry 
of Raleigh, N. C., has 58 inventions to 
her credit. 
Mark Twain had three inventions to 


his credit: an innovation in the ex­ 
citing world of suspenders, a game to 
help people remember famous dates in 
history, and, by all odds, his most 
successful invention—a self-pasting 
scrapbook. Paul Winched, the ven­ 
triloquist, has a patent on a plastic 
valve that can replace ailing valves 
leading to the heart. 
My four readers will be chagrined to 
learn that a patent I applied for when I 
was a messenger boy and had smoked 
my first cigaret was turned down. Not 
being able to afford matches, I in­ 
vented a cigaret that could be scrat­ 
ched like a match. A bit of tasteless 
sulphur at the tip of the cigaret would 
ignite when scratched across a rough 
surface, like the seat of one’s pants, 
and therefore get the tobacco in the 
cigaret to burn. 


While waiting to hear from the 
Patent Office, the biggest torment of 
my life was whether to buy the U.S.

NEW YORK (AP) — You can choose 
from dozens of theories that attempt to 
explain the stock market depression, 
but one that seems to be picking up 
believers is that the big banks are 
responsible. 
Surprisingly, among those who have 
been especially vocal in their belief are 
rather well-to-do executives who run 
companies that do hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars in business and employ 
thousands of workers. 
The banks, they maintain, have 
concentrated billions of dollars in 
shares of a relatively few extremely 
large companies, leaving hundreds of 
other “second tier” companies to 
scrounge for the leftovers. 
Because these leftovers are in­ 
sufficient to support corporate ex­ 
pansion, so goes the theory, the second 
tier companies have to borrow money 
from the banks at high interest rates. 
As a result, the debt to equity ratio of 
some companies is said to be not only 
adverse but dangerous, and some

Michael Dingman, president of 
W heelabrator-Frye, recently ex­ 
plained the market predicament of his 
company to a Senate subcommittee in 
these words:

The Moslem militants are fighting 
for independence, charging that the 
Philippine government has been en­ 
couraging Christians in the northern 
islands to move south and take Moslem 
lands. 


There are an estimated two million 
to four million Moslems on Mindanao 
and in the Sulus, but the Catholics now 
outnumber them on Mindanao, the 
southernmost of the main Philippine 
islands.

Regents M ay Reverse Policy 
On Campus Establishment 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-A three- 
year policy which prohibits funding a 
new campus for higher education 
within 30 miles of an existing in­ 
stitution may be reversed this week. 
The Ohio Board of Regents is voting on 
the establishment of a branch campus 
in Geauga County. 
A resolution to spend $1.5 million to 
construct a Kent State University 
facility at Burton will be presented by 
university officials at the board’s ses­ 
sion Friday in Cincinnati. 
For the past three years the board 
has opposed the proposal because four 
other campuses exist within 30 miles of 
the blueprinted branch. 
But two sessions of the Ohio General 
Assembly have appropriated money 
for the project prompted by Sen. 
Robert Stockdale, R—31 Kent. 
Vice Chancellor William Coulter 
says the regents seem “ to have run out 
of authority. 
“ To continue the roadblock is 
beyond the regents’ general au­ 
thority,” he said. 
The regents opposed the allocation of 
funds a second time, but were ignored. 


The chancellor said he agrees with 
the board’s rule that campuses to be 
located more than 30 miles apart, 
because a student can commute less 
than that distance. 
In the area of the planned branch, 
Lakeland 
Community 
College, 
Cuyahoga Community College, the 
University of Akron and Kent State all 
have campuses. 


The board also plans to hear a 
proposal by the Rio Grande Com­ 
munity College Board of Trustees to 
make the institution state-supported. 
That project has also been on the 
drawing board for three years. 
The regents authorized the board to 
make plans, but turned down early 
proposals because of financial con­ 
cerns as a result of the sparse popu­ 
lation in the southern Ohio area. 
Trustees are reportedly considering 
an operating levy to help support the 
school.

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Tax pay e rs Ask 1RS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal 
Revenue Service 
and 
is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) My wife receives no pay for the 
charity work she does for a local 
hospital. Yet she incurs expenses for 
traveling from home to the hospital, 
paying for her lunches and hiring 
someone to take care of the children 
while she’s at the hospital. Are these 
expenses deductible 
as 
charitable 
contributions? 
(A.) If the hospital is a qualified 
charitable 
organization, 
non­ 
reimbursed out-of«pocket, automobile 
expenses directly attributable to 
services rendered to the hospital are 
deductible as a charitable con­ 
tribution. Actual expenses or a stan­ 
dard rate of six cents per mile may be 
deducted. However, the cost of lunches 
(unless away from home overnight) 
and babysitting fees are personal 
expenses and are not directly related 
and soley attributable to the rendition 
of charitable services. Thus, they 
cannot be deducted as a charitable 
contribution. 
(Q.) My tax form instructions 
constantly refer to “ adjusted gross 
income.” What is it? 
(A.) This is the total income that 
appears on line 15 of your Form 1040. 
Adjusted gross income is arrived at by 
subtracting business expenses, sick 
pay, moving expenses, etc., from your 
gross income. For many taxpayers, 
however, adjusted gross income is 
equivalent to their total income. 
(Q.) How can I tell whether I should 
itemize my deductions or choose the 
standard deduction? 
(A.) It usually will be to your ad­ 
vantage to itemize deductions if you 
are a homeowner paying interest and 
taxes; you had unusually large 
medical and dental expenses during 
the year; you paid alimony, suffered a 
major unusual casualty loss or made 
large contributions to 
qualified 
charities. Your tax form instructions 
contain a formula you may use to 
determine whether you should itemize 
or take the standard deduction. 


(Q.) My adjusted gross income is 
$13,000. Can I get the $2,000 standard 
deduction? 
(A.) No. The standard deduction is 
15 percent of your adjusted gross in­ 
come up to a $2,000 maximum. Fifteen 
percent of $13,000 is $1,950. This is your 
standard deduction. 
(Q.) Are “ tips” taxable? 
(A.) All tips you recieve are subject 
to Federal income tax. In addition, 
cash tips amounting to $20 or more that 
you receive in a month while working 
for any one employer are subject to 
withholding of income and social 
security tax. These tips must also be 
reported to the employer. 
(Q.) I sold my home last fall at a big 
profit. I am going to use the money to 
get another house. Should I report the 
gain from the sale of my old home on 
my 1973 return? 
(A.) If within one year before or one 
year after the sale, you buy and occupy 
another residence, the cost of which 
equals or exceeds the adjusted sales 
price of the old residence, the entire 
gain you realize on the sale or 
exchange is not taxed at the time of the 
sale and would not have to be reported 
on your tax return. For more details, 
see IRS Publication 523, 
“ Tax Infor­ 
mation on Selling Your Home” . Use 
the order blank in your 1040 tax form 
package to get a free copy. 
(Q.) Where can I get information on 
the tax obligations of operating a 
business? 
(A.) Stop in at your IR S office or post 
office and pick up a copy of the “ Tax 
Guide 
for 
Sm all 
Business” 
(Publication 334). This booklet, which 
costs $1.00, will aid you in finding the 
answer to the tax questions that arise 
when starting, operating and disposing 
of a business. The publication is also 
available by mail from the Superin­ 
tendent of Documents in Washington, 
D.C. for $1.25 postpaid.

PRINCETON, 
N.J. (AP) - The 
latest Gallup Poll shows voter iden­ 
tification with a partisan political 
party is at its lowest level in 34 years. 
In eight separate surveys taken from 
September 1973, to January 1974,12,306 
adults, age 18 and older, were asked, 
“ In politics, as of today, do you con­ 
sider yourself a Republican, Democrat 
or Independent?” 
Forty-two per cent of those surveyed 
classified themselves as Democrats; 
24 per cent identified themselves as 
Republicans. 
Both figures represent the smallest 
percentage to affiliate with either 
party since 1940, when the Democratic 
figure was also 42 per cent and GOP 
allegiance dropped to 38 per cent. 
The remaining 34 per cent of those 
recently polled did not align them­ 
selves with a political party. This 
represents an increase of eight per 
cent since 1970 and 14 per cent since 
1940 in the number of voters calling 
themselves Independents.

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Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) My wife receives no pay for the 
charity work she does for a local 
hospital. Yet she incurs expenses for 
traveling from home to the hospital, 
paying for her lunches and hiring 
someone to take care of the children 
while she’s at the hospital. Are these 
expenses deductible as charitable 
contributions? 
(A.) If the hospital is a qualified 
charitable 
organization, 
non­ 
reimbursed out-of*pocket, automobile 
expenses directly attributable to 
services rendered to the hospital are 
deductible as a charitable con­ 
tribution. Actual expenses or a stan­ 
dard rate of six cents per mile may be 
deducted. However, the cost of lunches 
(unless away from home overnight) 
and babysitting fees are personal 
expenses and are not directly related 
and soley attributable to the rendition 
of charitable services. Thus, they 
cannot be deducted as a charitable 
contribution. 
(Q.) My tax form instructions 
constantly refer to “adjusted gross 
income.” What is it? 
(A.) This is the total income that 
appears on line 15 of your Form 1040. 
Adjusted gross income is arrived at by 
subtracting business expenses, sick 
pay, moving expenses, etc., from your 
gross income. For many taxpayers, 
however, adjusted gross income is 
equivalent to their total income. 
(Q.) How can I tell whether I should 
itemize my deductions or choose the 
standard deduction? 
(A.) It usually will be to your ad­ 
vantage to itemize deductions if you 
are a homeowner paying interest and 
taxes; you had unusually large 
medical and dental expenses during 
the year; you paid alimony, suffered a 
major unusual casualty loss or made 
large contributions to qualified 
charities. Your tax form instructions 
contain a formula you may use to 
determine whether you should itemize 
or take the standard deduction. 


(Q.) My adjusted gross income is 
$13,000. Can I get the $2,000 standard 
deduction? 
(A.) No. The standard deduction is 
15 percent of your adjusted gross in­ 
come up to a $2,000 maximum. Fifteen 
percent of $13,000 is $1,950. This is your 
standard deduction. 
< Q.) Are “tips” taxable? 
I A.) All tips you recieve are subject 
to Federal income tax. In addition, 
cash tips amounting to $20 or more that 
you receive in a month while working 
for any one employer are subject to 
withholding of income and social 
security tax. These tips must also be 
reported to the employer. 
(Q.) I sold my home last fall at a big 
profit. I am going to use the money to 
get another house. Should I report the 
gain from the sale of my old home on 
my 1973 return? 
(A.) If within one year before or one 
year after the sale, you buy and occupy 
another residence, the cost of which 
equals or exceeds the adjusted sales 
price of the old residence, the entire 
gain you realize on the sale or 
exchange is not taxed at the time of the 
sale and would not have to be reported 
on your tax return. For more details, 
see IRS Publication 523, “Tax Infor­ 
mation on Selling Your Home” . Use 
the order blank in your 1040 tax form 
package to get a free copy. 
(Q.) Where can I get information on 
the tax obligations of operating a 
business? 
(A.) Stop in at your IRS office or post 
office and pick up a copy of the “Tax 
Guide 
for 
Small 
Business” 
(Publication 334). This booklet, which 
costs $1.00, will aid you in finding the 
answer to the tax questions that arise 
when starting, operating and disposing 
of a business. The publication is also 
available by mail from the Superin­ 
tendent of Documents in Washington, 
D.C. for $1.25 postpaid.

With Parties 
At Low Level 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - The 
latest Gallup Poll shows voter iden­ 
tification with a partisan political 
party is at its lowest level in 34 years. 
In eight separate surveys taken from 
September 1973, to January 1974,12,306 
adults, age 18 and older, were asked, 
“In politics, as of today, do you con­ 
sider yourself a Republican. Democrat 
or Independent?” 
Forty-two per cent of those surveyed 
classified themselves as Democrats; 
24 per cent identified themselves as 
Republicans. 
Both figures represent the smallest 
percentage to affiliate with either 
party since 1940, when the Democratic 
figure was also 42 per cent and GOP 
allegiance dropped to 38 per cent. 
The remaining 34 per cent of those 
recently polled did not align them­ 
selves with a political party. This 
represents an increase of eight per 
cent since 1970 and 14 per cent since 
1940 in the number of voters calling 
themselves Independents.

Machine Fights 
Migraine Aches 


HUNTINGTON, W.Va. (AP) - Once 
a week, Angela Green attaches her 
right index finger to an electrode and 
thinks warm thoughts for a desk-sized 
instrument studded with dials and 
knobs. 
It’s her way of fighting migraine 
headaches. 
Angela, 22, began having severe 
headaches five years ago. She tried 
various drugs but said nothing was 
really satisfactory. 
“Then one day, while experiencing 
the excruciating throbbing best 
described as something between 
having a darning needle sticking in my 
temples and having a vise clamped 
over the head, something caught my 
eye,” she recalled. 
It was an advertisement last sum­ 
mer in the Marshall University student 
newspaper that said the psychology 
department was seeking migraine 
sufferers willing to try bio-feedback, a 
method of training a person to control 
parts of the body. 
Now, Angela is one of about 20 
persons who make regular visits to be 
linked 
to 
the 
department’s 
dynagraph—a cousin of a lie detec­ 
tor—that records biological responses. 
Hooked to the machine, Angela 
murmurs phrases designed to soothe 
and relax: “I am quiet, relaxed.... My 
hands and arms are heavy and warm 
... I feel very quiet... My whole body is 
relaxed and my hands are warm, 
relaxed and warm ...” 
The electrode senses the heat of 
Angela’s finger and the machine 
displays the temperature on a graph 
that she can see. 
Donald Chezik, director of clinical 
training for the psychology depart­ 
ment, said the idea is to train a subject 
to raise the heat of the hands by 
watching the graph’s display of skin 
temperature.

Chezik said. 
He estimated IO per cent of the 
population, especially women, is 
tormented by migraines. 
“We don’t have a lot of evidence yet, 
but most of the people we’ve treated 
have been very pleased,” he said. 
“I used to have three or four 
headaches a week, including a couple 
each month that would competely 
debilitate me,” Angela said. “The 
figure’s down to about one a month 
now and it’s been since last fall that 
one stopped me cold.”

In Arbitration

The Oakland A’s, world champions 
on the baseball diamond, are ap­ 
parently out front in salary arbitration 
as well. 
About IO Oakland players have 
submitted their salary disputes with 
owner Charles O. Finley to a neutral 
arbitrator, as provided for by the new 
agreement between the Major League 
Baseball Players Association and the 
club owners. 
A’s relief pitcher Rollie Fingers and 
third baseman Sal Bando head the list, 
with their hearings scheduled for 
today. Among the other A’s still un­ 
signed, and likely to have asked for 
arbitration, are Reggie Jackson, Joe 
Rudi, Ken Holtzman, Gene Tenace, 
Darold Knowles, Billy Conigliaro, Ted 
Kubiak and Jack Heidemann. 
Finley, meanwhile, has said he plans 
to argue each dispute personally. 
A total of about 45 players have 
submitted their names for arbitration, 
according to a spokesman for Marvin 
Miller, executive director of the play­ 
ers association, who was in San 
Francisco for the hearings. Other 
hearings will be held in New York and 
Chicago. 
Dick Woodson, a 28-year-old pitcher 
for the Minnesota Twins, Monday 
became the first player to have his 
salary dispute heard by an arbitrator 
under the new guidelines. 
Detroit lawyer and labor arbitrator 
Harry H. Platt met with Woodson, 
Twins official Gark Griffith and their 
attorneys for more than four hours on 
the salary deadlock. He said a final 
contract for Woodson had been filed at 
the hearing, which he described as “a 
historic occasion.” 
Under the new agreement, players

In 
that process, the player and the club 
each names a final figure, and the 
arbitrator — one of 14 men previously 
agreed upon by the owners and the 
players association — picks one figure 
or the other.

Windmills 
Being Used 
For Power 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Shades of 
the Netherlands! 
A federal agency is developing a 
windmill for placement atop homes to 
provide electricity that will help out in 
the energy shortage. 
This windmill would not look like the 
ones scattered across the Dutch land­ 
scape. 
Instead, 
it 
would 
look 
something like a glorified egg-beater. 
The National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration says the windmill, 
estimated to cost $500 to $1,000, would 
provide 
“ inexpensive 
and 
non- 
polluting” electricity for home use. 
The first full-scale experimental 
model already has been erected atop a 
two-story building at NASA’s langley 
Research Center in Hampton, Va., and 
initial tests are being planned, the 
agency said. 
If tests pan out well, NASA says, 
such devices might someday be used 
initially as auxiliary power sources 
for average homes. 
Eventually, says the agency, such 
housetop windmills, in conjunction 
with other envisioned developments, 
might 
furnish a complete power 
system for an individual home. 
“ If, for example, the windmill could 
produce hydrogen gas from river 
water, and the gas could be com­ 
pressed and stored for use during 
windless periods, “ an extremely ef­ 
ficient and economical power source 
could be provided for home use,” 
NASA said.

Furlow, averaging less 


than 14 points, rammed in 26 
points, including a pair of free 
throws that put Michigan 
State ahead to stay 66-65 in 
the overtime. 
Ganakas likes his team’s 
title chances. 
“ This makes three road 
victories and if we can win 
four, we’re in business,” he 
said. However, the Spartans’ 
last two Big Ten away con­ 
tests are with Indiana and 
Wisconsin. 
“ We’re one of the hottest 
teams in the league, if not the 
hottest,” the Michigan State 
coach continued. “ But we 
don’t annihilate anybody. 
We’re too frail.” 
Michigan State impressed 
Ohio State Coach Fred Taylor 
after whipping the Buckeyes 
a second time this season. 
“ They’re the quickest we’ve 
seen so far,” said Taylor. 
Taylor, 
whose Buckeyes 
have dropped six conference 


games in a row, said his 
squad played hard, especially 
the second half. Ohio State 
had trailed 35-24 at halftime. 


“ Our kids got their corks 
under and you can’t blame 
them,” Taylor said. “ They 
play hard enough to win and 
something like this happens.” 


Ohio State also played with­ 
out its leading scorer, Bill An­ 
dreas, sidelined with an ankle 
sprain. Taylor said Andreas 
may be finished for the 
season.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
TV news business is the 
subject of today’s disser­ 
tation. First u d : The recent 
decision by WNBC-TV here to 
start doing a two-hour local 
evening news show by mid- 
April or early May. 
The step is considered 
radical for Fun City, but 
remember, this is a hamlet 
where attending old movies is 
considered avant garde. 
The long form of local TV 
news is old hat for Los 
Angeles viewers. It began 
there in April 1968 at KNBC- 
TV, an NBC owned station, 
with two hours of local, state, 
national and world news in 
the early evening each week 
night. 
The first show ran from 5 to 
6 p.m ., followed by the 
national half-hour NBC news 
and then another hour-long 
local news show. 
The format was changed in 
November 
1970 
to 
two 
separate, but consecutive, 
local evening news shows. 
They started at 5 p.m., ended 
at 7 p.m. and were followed 
by the ‘‘NBC Nightly News.” 
It still works that way and 
the long form concept there is 
starting to get competition 
from two other major TV sta­ 
tions. 
I .ast week, rival KNXT, 
owned by CBS, went from an 
hour-long evening news show 
to 90 minutes, starting at 5:30 
p.m. The new format features 
separate half-hour and hour- 
long news programs, each 
with its own anchorman, 
before the ‘‘CBS Evening 
News” at 7 p.m. 
And this spring, another

Brown said th e re are several 
remedies under the law. “Just because 
the federal government has acted,” he 
said, “it doesn’t m ean the states are 
powerless to do anything about it.” 
Brown met Monday with Sally W. 
Bloomfield, a m em ber of the Public 
Utilities Commission, to discuss the 
reduction of up to 2 per cent order by 
the Federal Energy Office. 


State officials deplored the cut which 
they said was m ade without prior 
consultation and announced for the 
first time through the news media in 
Washington. 
John B in g h a m , communications 
officer for the commission, said the 
possibility of im proper notice and the 
lack of consultation are among legal 
aspects being looked into. 


Edmund J. 
T u rk , 
comm ission 
chairman, said the cut for Ohio and 
nine other states was not justified. 
“ Knowing there was a shortage in 
other states did not justify taking it 
away from Ohio m otorists and putting 
it somewhere else,” he said. 
I^eadingham quoted Turk and others 
as 
saying 
they 
w ere 
advised 
beforehand that Ohio was doing a 
better job conserving fuel voluntarily 
“than any other sta te .” 


He said a prelim inary check by the 
commission staff indicated the state 
might be able to live with a 2 per cent 
cut if it has to. Indications were it 
would not create “ a real damaged 
situation,” he said. 
But the communications officer 
reiterated

nouncements such as that of the past 
weekend “might sta rt panic buying in 
Ohio. That’s something we haven’t 
had.”

More than 500 owner-operators m et at 
a Franklin truck stop Saturday and 
voted overwhelmingly to reject the 
government’s proposal. 
Carl Bray, a spokesman for the 
group, said today’s vote would not be 
related to the government’s proposals, 
but only whether to end the 11-day-old 
shutdown. 
“If the men want to stay out, we will 
stay out, but I think it’s time for them 
to vote again,” Bray said.

production last year was down 3.6 per 
cent from 1972, a sharper drop than 
had been expected by Agriculture 
Department dairy experts. 
The year’s output was 115.6 billion 
pounds, compared with 119.9 billion in 
1972, the Department said Monday in a 
monthly report. And 1974 got off to a 
poor start too, with less than 9.3 billion 
pounds in January, 3 per cent less than 
a year earlier. 
th e Department had predicted for 
some time that 1973 milk production 
would be dowTi about 3 per cent to a 
preliminary estimate of 116.5 billion 
pounds. 
In reviewing last year, the report 
said the average number of milk cows 
on farms for all of 1973 was 11,419,000 
head. Officials said that was a record

low mark and represented a 2 per cent 
decline from 1972. 
“Output per cow in 1973 was 10,125 
pounds, dowTi I per cent from 1972,” 
the report said. “This marked the first 
time since 1944 that production per cow 
has declined from the previous year.” 
The record year for milk production 
was 1964 when the nation’s herds 
produced 127 billion pounds. Output in 
1973 was 9 per cent below that mark. 
Wisconsin was the leading producer 
last year with 18.4 billion pounds of 
milk, down 4 per cent from 19.2 billion 
in 1972. 
Other leading states and percentage 
changes from 1972 included: California 
10.3 billion pounds, unchanged; New 
York 9.7 billion, down 6 per cent; 
Minnesota 9.4 billion, down 2 per cent; 
and Pennsylvania 6.7 billion, down 5 
per cent. 
Only six states showed increases last 
year. Those and percentage gains 
were: Alabama up I per cent; Alaska 
3; Arizona 15; North Dakota 2; South 
Dakota 2; and Washington I.
